PUBLIC ENGAGEMENTS 


Among his public engagements during 
the first six months of his reign were a 
visit to Clydeside to see the liner Queen 
Mary, and to inspect a housing scheme at 
Glasgow; a tour of his estates in Devon- 
shire, a visit to the British Industries 
Fair at Olympia and the White City, a 
flight to Southampton to inspect the Queen 
Mary before she sailed on her maiden 
voyage, and a visit to Westminster Abbey 
to distribute Maundy money in person to 
deserving aged men and women. In this 
last-named act he followed the example set 
by his father in 1932, 
Another public engagement during the 
year, and one which, for a sinister reason, 
‘will be ever memorable, was his presenta- 
tion of new colours to six battalions of the 
aeseis of Guards in Hyde Park on 
July 16. It was while he was returning 
to Buckingham Palace from this ceremony 
that what became known as “ the revolver 
incident ” took place. 
Just as the King had passed on horse- 
back down Constitution Hill, a man 
named George Andrew McMahon threw a 
loaded revolver in to the roadway. Fora 
moment the King reined in his horse. 
Then, after a glance at the direction from 
which the revolver had been thrown, he 
proceeded on his way to Buckingham 
Palace. His calmness in face of this 
alarming incident won for him the admira- 
tion of the world. In September McMahon 
was convicted at the Old Bailey on a 
charge of “ producing a revolver near the 
person of the King with intent to alarm 
His Majesty,’’ and was sentenced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment with hard labour. 

Mr. Justice Greaves-Lord, passing sen- 
tence, said: “TI am quite satisfied that 
you never at any time had any intention 
of harming His Majesty.’’ 


HOLIDAY TOUR 

A few weeks later the King took the 
first real holiday of his already crowded 
reign. He had originally arranged to 
“spend it at a villa by the sea at Cannes, 
but the outbreak of the Spanish rebellion 
caused a change of plans.

On September 7 the King left for 
Vienna in Kemal Ataturk’s special train. 
At Safia railway station he was ‘intro- 
duced to the Bulgarian Cabinet, and King 
Boris and Prince Cyril accompanied him 
to the Jugoslavy frontier. - The train 
stopped at Budanest for representatives of 
the Hungarian Government to be received. 
Professor Neumann, the famous ear 
specialist, saw King Edward during his 
stay in Vienna, and was able to assure 
him that his ear, which had been inflamed 
two years previouslv. had suffered no ill- 
effects from sea bathing. 
The Viennese people gave the King a 
tumultuous welcome, as he moved among 
them, sightseeing. playing golf, and 
listening to the Hungarian orchestra at 
one of the hest-known night clubs. 


AT HOME AGAIN 


He left Zurich on September 13. Wing- 
Commander Fielden, Captain of the 
King’s Flight, was awaiting him with his 
private fe At 6.30 p.m. the follow- 
ing day he landed at Faltham Airport, 
and within an hour he was dining with 
his mother at Buckingham Palace. 
Inevitably, the first year of the new 
reign was overshadowed by the mourning 
for King George, but there were many 
ceremonies in which the King took part. 
Most impressive was the festival of 
Empire and remembrance at the Albert 
Hall. King Edward, who earlier in the 
day had laid his wreath on the Cenotaph, 
recited Binyon’s lines—‘* They shall not 
grow old ’’—to a hushed audience of more 
than 6,000, the majority of whom had 
seryed with him in the war. 
Another outstanding event was the visit 
to Vimy Ridge on July 26, when he un- 
veiled the Canadian National War 
Memorial. A few days afterwards he 
held a reception at Buckingham Palace in 
honour of 8,000 Canadian pilgrims and ex- 
Service Men, who had come to Europe for 
the unveiling ceremony. The complete 
informality of the reception, combined 
with an impromptu speech addressed to 
‘old comrades, friends from Canada,” 
delighted his 8,000 guests, who afterwards 
cheered him, and joined in singing “ For 
He's a Jolly Good Fellow.” 

The same spirit of comradeship marked 
his visit to the Home Fleet at Portland in 
November. He inspected the Fleet in the 
morning, but the evening he spent on the 
lower deck of the Couraceous, listening to 
a concert miven in his honour. 

King Fdward opened his first Parlia- 
ment on November 3, and made the affir- 
mation of the Protestant Faith, which is 
required hy law. The visit to the Black 
areas of South Wales towards the end of 
November showed how real was his promise 
that the King would be the same man 
whom the people had known for so long as 
Prince of Wales. “ Something will be 
done,” was his pledge to the men and 
women who for so long had known nothing 
but poverty and unemployment. He 
i altered the arrangements of his tour. so 
that he could see the most hard hit dis- 
tricts; he taiked to men who were out of 
work, visited their homes, and received a 
letter. from the Welsh hunger-marchers, 
who had just returned from London, where 
Mr. Ernest Brown (Minister of Labour) 
had ‘received a deputation.
